MAYOR GAYNOR OF NEW YORK IS SHOT 


SPEAKING OF 
PICTURES... 


“THE EXACT INSTANT” IS 
THEME OF NEWS PHOTO SHOW 


How much luck is involved in a great news photograph, how much actual skill 
and ingenuity? That question, which is argued almost every day by newspaper 
cameramen, is now being raised by New York’s Museum of Modern Art, which 
last week opened an exhibition of great news photographs of the past 100 
Entitled “The Exact Instant” and assembled by Edward Steichen, th 
a survey of the way the camera has reported events during the past century. 

The museum, like the arguing cameramen, does not settle the question, but 
it presents some interesting examples of what has made great pictures. The clas- 
sic newspictures above and below were produced, respectively, by luck and by 
quick thinking. The shooting of New York’s Mayor Gaynor was taken by Wil- 
liam Warnecke who, late to festivities when the mayor was sailing for Europe, 
asked Gaynor to pose just for him and got his picture as the gunman shot. The 
Vestris picture was taken by an alert Swedish pantryman who had bought his 
camera just before sailing. Skillful timing produced Merwyn Brenton’s picture 
of Clarence Darrow in the Loeb-Leopold case. Timing, quick thinking and luck 
all combined to produce the picture of J. P. Morgan hiding behind his top hat 
(opposite page).

ONCE RICH ON GRAFT, EUNUCHS NOW GLADLY POSE FOR A SMALL FEE 


EUNUCHS OF PEIPING 


Last relics of the Manchu Empire, they hope 
Communist regime will let them die in peace 
by JAMES BURKE 


The Temple of Kang T'ich stands in a grove of giant cedars on the 
plain between Peiping and the Western Hills. It was an island around 
which the tides of war washed and passed on as the Communist armies 
advanced on the ancient Chinese capital. The sounds of gunfire which 
penetrated its timeless silence were merely echoes of past disasters to 
the 44 inmates of the temple, for their world ended irretrievably in an- 
other revolution 37 years ago. They are the last survivors of the 3,000 
eunuchs serving in the Manchu court—and practically running it—at 
the time of the overthrow in 1912. 

It rarely occurs to anyone that some of the eunuchs from those by- 
gone days of despotism might still be alive, an oversight that has spared 
them from too-close contacts with the modern world. Whether their 
quiet existence will change under the new regime no one can say as yet. 
For the moment they are continuing undisturbed their monklike pur- 
suits while the Communists take over Peiping. 

There were three old men moving about under the trees of the front 
courtyard when I visited the temple a short time ago. They looked 
strangely alike, with wrinkled faces of a soft, waxen texture and no 
trace of bear« 

“Are you a f'ai chen (high chamberlain)?” I asked one of them, care- 
fully remembering to use the formal eunuch title. 

He said he was and I noticed his voice was quite normal—which was 
true of most Manchu court eunuchs, since only mature males ordinarily 
were selected for service. When I asked to see the abbot, one of them 
escorted me back through a second tree-shaded courtyard, then across 
toa small side court where the temple staff had its living quarters. In a 
moment the abbot appeared at his door, smiling and inviting me to 
come in. He gave me his calling card and I saw his name was Hsing. 

We sat at a table in the abbot’s reception room and an old eunuch in 
ordinary servant’s dress poured tea. My seat was near the doorway 
opening on the bedroom and I could see the abbot or someone had been 
making paper flowers. The bed was strewn with gaily colored paper 
while blossoms in various stages of completion were laid out neatly on 
a table. The abbot noticed my interest. 

“The empress dowager thought very highly of my flower making,” 
he said. “She had me appointed to the interior decorations department 
of the inner palace.” 

“Abbot Hsing was 20 when he volunteered for the palace service. He 
had a wife and two-children but had reached the point where he was 
unable to support them or his widowed mother. So he was quite happy 
for the chance to sacrifice his normal manhood. 

He arranged through a eunuch friend to be introduced to the chief 
eunuch—at that time the notorious Li Lien-ying, who had become the 
empress dowager’s favorite through his skill at dressing her hair. For the 
usual commission Li approved young Hsing’s application and sent him 
to a house just outside the Forbidden City. The family living there had 
for generations held the palace castration monopoly. No fee was charged 
but patients had to pledge a portion of their future palace earnings.

ELECTRIC CLOCKS 
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Two and a half months after 
his operation young Hsing pre- 
sented himself to the chief eu- 
nuch for assignment, It was his 
first time within the Forbidden 
City and the place overawed him. 
‘The immense cluster of yellow- 
roofed palaces and their impos- 
ing marble courts, all surround- 
ed by two miles of high wall and 
wide moat, were located in the 
heart of Peking (Northern Capi- 
tal, as Peiping then was called), 
a city within a city. As the only 
manservants in the Forbidden 
City, the eunuchs, according to 
the departments in which they 
were assigned, performed almost 
every kind of service. They were 
water carriers, gardeners, bar- 
bers, wine servers, bird trainers 
and doctors. There were 48 eu- 
nuch departments in the “front 
palace,” where state affairs were 
handled and 20 in the “rear pal- 
ace,” which housed the imperial 
living quarters. 

Hsing, through his friendship 
with the chief eunuch, was able 
quickly to work his way into the 
inner circle around the emperor. 
He spent his first season breed- 
ing winter crickets, treasured not 
only for their cheerful chirping 
during the dreary winter months 
but also because they served to 
impress upon tribute bearers of 
the primitive, nomadic Mongol 
tribe the omnipotence of the 
celestial empire. After this Hsing 
got himself the job of arrow boy to 
the emperor and forthwith spent 
all his spare time studying the 
operations of thesenior eunuchs, 
who had built up for themselves 
elaborate systems of graft. 

There was, for instance, the 
handling of the emperor's connu- 
bial responsibilities, a source of 
considerable extra income to the 
eunuchs in the emperor's private 
chambers. Each member of the 
imperial harem had her name en- 
graved on a small ivory tablet in 
the emperor's quarters. In the 
evening tablets of those concu- 
bines or wives who were not in- 
disposed were placed face up in 
a large silver dish. After the em- 
peror finished dinner a eunuch 
knelt before him with the dish. 
This was known as “presenting

If the emperor felt so 
inclined he selected a tablet and 
turned it face down in the dish. 

Every concubine naturally 

had ambitions of raising her sta- 
tus by bearing the emperor a 
son. By depositing a substantial 
bribe with the eunuch in charge 
of the menu, a concubine who 
had not been attracting much 
imperial attention could improve 
her chances appreciably. The eu- 
nuch would simply remove from 
the dish the tablets of the emper- 
or’s favorites, making it appear 
they were indisposed. If the strat- 
agem proved successful the hap- 
py concubine would then be car- 
ried, wrapped in a silken quilt, 
to the imperial bedchamber. Her 
time with the emperor was care- 
fully restricted and she was then 
carried, again wrapped in the 
quilt, over the shoulder of a eu- 
nuch back to her chambers. 
Name, day and hour of relation- 
ship were recorded in a special 
register so that there could be no 
question as to the legitimacy of 
an imperial offspring. 

Hsing was maneuvering him- 
selfin among the most important 
of Emperor Kuang Hsi’s private 
eunuchs when that unfortunate 
ruler was displaced by the Old 
Buddha, as the empress dowager 
was known, She disapproved of 
his modern government reform 
ideas and in 1898 engineered a 
coup by which she took over the 
reign and kept the emperor con- 
fined on a tiny island in one of 
the imperial pleasure lakes until 
his death 10 years later. 

This called for a quick about- 
face on the part of Hsing, but he 
was a resourceful man. When he 
learned of the dowager’s love for 
artificial flowers he began visit- 
ing Flower Street in Peking’s old 
Chinese City and watching the 
paper-flower artisans at work. 
One day he slipped some blos- 
soms he had made into the em- 
press’s bedroom, a move which 
ed to his appointment as head 
eunuch of the interior decora- 
tions department. Here he soon 
amassed a small fortune by 
squeezing outlandish sums from 
the palace treasury for his de- 
partment’s purchase of supplies. 

Then an event took place 
about which Hsing’s art and re- 
sourcefulness could do nothing. 
The Chinese revolution put an 
abrupt end to the entire impe- 
rial institution. Three thousand 
of the world’s most skilled men- 
servants suddenly found them- 
selves jobless and unwanted. 
There is no record of exactly 
what happened toall theeunuchs 
and Abbot Hsing does not know. 
He only remembers that he and 
several hundred others decided 
to retire to the Temple of Kang 
Tieh where, although not monks 
in the strict sense of the word, 
they lived like members of a reli-

To- 
day these several hundred have 
dwindled to 44, including the ab- 
bot. He is 73 years old and the 
others range from 60 through 85. 

The temple was one thing the 
eunuchs could call their own. It 
was erected nearly 500 years ago 
as theshrine of aChinese eunuch 
hero, Kang T'ieh (which means 
literally “Iron Strength”). Kang 
Tiich was one of the foremost 
generals under the first emperor 
of the Ming Dynasty. His armies 
helped to drive the last Mongol 
usurper from Peking in the mid- 
14th Century. The grateful em- 
peror put him in charge of the 
imperial household, and he later 
voluntarily became a eunuch to 
squelch rumors that he was be- 
having improperly with the pal- 
ace women, 

When the Communists were 
advancing on Peiping, their ra- 
dio once broadcast a suggestion 
that the cunuchs, along with oth- 
er museum pieces of the Forbid- 
den City, be moved southward 
should the government carry out 
its decision to remove Peiping’s 
art treasures. Abbot Hsing was 
not amused by this flippancy. 
“We do not have long to live,” 
he said. “If the Communists de- 
cide to hasten our deaths, there 
is little that we can gain or lose. 
If we die here, 
far to travel to join our kindred 
spirits.”

ATTACK ON A SOUL 


Ex-premier tells how Reds forced others to confess 
by FERENG NAGY 


Exiled Former Premier of Hungary 


Few know what transpired in the dungeons of the political police in Buda- 
pest during the 38 days which elapsed between the arrest of Joseph Cardinal 
Mindszenty and his appearance in court. I, and everyone who knew him well, 
regarded him as one of the bravest men of our age; everyone knew, when on 
Dec. 26 he marched to prison, with his head held high, that he was proud of 
his beliefs and ready to sacrifice his very life for the Christian ideals he repre- 
sented. Thirty-eight days later the same man was made to appear a turncoat 
and weakling in direct contradiction to his professed creed and to all the valor 
of his past. 

It is my belief that the will power and reasoning power of Cardinal Mind- 
szenty were destroyed by drugs, probably placed in his prison food. I base 
this belief upon my knowledge of Communist police methods in Hungary and 
elsewhere. The world on this side of the Iron Curtain wonders what tortures 
or methods exist which could possibly bring about a complete change of per- 
sonality. Incredible as it may seem, the Communists have in fact discovered 
processes by which a man’s soul can be torn apart and put together again, 

[Several U.S. authorities in psychiatry and medicine consulted by Lir 
said that no drug known to them could account for the acts and manner of 
Cardinal Mindszenty at his trial. However two prosecution witnesses at the 
trial who later escaped to Vienna said that they had been forced to falsify— 
and that in their opinion Cardinal Mindszenty had been drugged.—ED.] 

The fact that man’s spiritual personality can be made to disintegrate while 
his outward appearance remains practically normal was demonstrated dur- 
ing the trial of Valentine Arany. Arany was a Hungarian engineer, a quiet, 
openhearted man with a character as hard as the steel he worked with, He 
was charged by the Communists with conspiracy. After three months in the 
dungeons of the Hungarian Communist police, a confession was produced 
and Arany was brought to trial in March 1947. To the utter surprise of ev- 
eryone in court Arany then retracted every word of the confession. His head 
high, he said that he had been coerced ino signing it and-hegan to describe 
vividly the tortures he had suffered. The presiding judge suspended the trial 
and Arany was carried off, but this time by Russian agents of the MVD. A 
few days later his trial was resumed. When Arany again entered the court- 
room, his chin was on his chest and his eyes resembled those of a hunted 
mal, but otherwise his outward appearance was unchanged. He not only con- 
fessed to all the charges but voluntarily displayed repentance and an ine 
ceivable desire to atone. 

What had happened? The facts are now known. At first the Hungarian 
police had forced Arany to stand for 120 hours facing a whitewashed wall 
hted brilliantly by glaring lights; during these five days he received no 
food and was never permitted to sit down or sleep. Teams of inquisitors re- 
lieved each other in continuous questioning. It seemed to them, at the end 
of 120 hours, that his spirit was completely broken. But they were wrong. 
Arany recovered his senses and his will. After he retracted his confessio 
open court and tried to tell the story of his tortures, the MVD took him in 
hand. Its agents gave him a drug “treatment” which was at once more dras- 
tic and more subtle. After it he did not recover. 

Somewhere, unknown to anyone in Hungary, Dominick Szentivényi is 
wasting away. Szentivanyi, a career diplomat, was accused of participation 
in the same “conspiracy” which involved Arany. Some overzealous polic 
official played havoc with Moscow’s plans; having “prepared” Szentivan 
for months one of the experts overdrugged him, and a man broken in soul 
and mind appeared at the trial, unable to deliver the sensational " 
sion” that had been drilled into him. He had become insane. 

I am convinced that Cardinal Mindszenty was also “prepared” —that we 
saw in his trial the perfection of a new and horrible science of inquisition. 
Both Moscow and Budapest knew that the case of Cardinal Mindszenty 
would attract worldwide attention. The prelate had to be “prepared” in such 
fashion that he would appear at the trial as if he were physically his old self, 
confessing just enough and showing just enough repentance to be believable 
and to justify a heavy sentence. After breaking the cardinal’s will power, the 
Communists attacked his soul. One could very well say that his soul was bi- 
sected, then left in suspense for a while, then put together again according 
to a perfect arithmetical formula to fit a precise political design. We who 
have known this rock of a man know that only the human frame of Joseph 
Cardinal Mindszenty faced the Communist judges. From within that body 
all that remained of a great man, strangers spoke and confessed—the crimi- 
nals who had killed him.

THE MINDSZENTY CASE 


THE SENTENCING OF A HUNGARIAN PRELATE IMPERILS THE WESTERN IDEA OF HUMAN. RIGHTS 


Last week a Prince-Primate in the Catho- 
lic Church, Joseph Cardinal Mindszenty, was 
framed and sentenced by a Hungarian Com- 
munist “People’s Court” to imprisonment for 
life. Mindszenty had been a stiff-necked oppo- 
nent of the Communist drive to nationalize the 
Hungarian church schools; he had seemed al- 
most to court martyrdom by his refusal to make 
concessions. To the Communists the cardinal’s 
intransigence was not religious but political; 
Mindszenty stood in the way of Red political 
consolidation not only in Hungary but else- 
where in Eastern Europe. But the Mindszenty 
courage was “political” only as all things must 
be political under totalitarianism; where Cae- 
sar sets himself up in the place of God any at- 
tempt to worship a God that is over and above 
the state must become “treason” by definition. 

Other East European religious leaders had 
run afoul of Communism before Mindszenty; 
for example, Bishop Lajon Ordass, the Luther- 
an leader in Hungary, had been accused of for- 
eign currency manipulations and sentenced to 
jail for two years. But the case of Mindszenty 
inflamed the imagination of the West as no oth- 
er persecution of religious leaders in the Com- 
munist satellite states had done. Protestants 
and Jews as well as Catholics hastened to pro- 
test. The reason for the anger and perturba- 
tion was not far to seek: the fate of Mindszenty 
challenged the whole Western conception of 
society, which insists that man must be free to 
seek God in his own way without coercion or 
dissuasion by the civil authority, and that the 
moral law is antecedent to civil law. No matter 
what the surface indications may show, in sen- 
tencing Mindszenty the Hungarian court was 
not only undermining the rights of Catholics, 
was also cutting at the philosophical view 
of life that is the very basis of the American 
republic. 


God-Given Rights 


To be sure not all Americans have stated it 
thus to themselves. Many of us have allowed 
the animating conception of Western society 
to grow dim in our minds. Instead of thinking 
of “rights” as inhering in the God-given nature 
of the individual, we tend to think of them as 
social dispensations granted by the state. In 
other words we use the word “right” as synony- 
mous with the word “permission.” But Amer- 
icans still feel that there are natural limits to 
what a state may do to the individual. They 
still feel that life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness should not be abrogated by any tyranny, 
even the tyranny of a majority. 

When ihe Czechoslovak authorities “per- 
suaded” Jaroslay Drobny, international ten- 
nis star, to hang up his rackets for the winter 
and join the Czech hockey team, it was good 
for a laugh on the U.S. sports pages. But the 
laugh was uncomfortable, for it was born in an 
awareness that Drobny’s natural rights were 
being invaded. Similarly when a Hungarian 
government decree forbade the mating of mon- 
grel dogs, the laughter in U.S. circles was far 
from genial. Hearing of that decree, the Amer- 
ican automatically thought of the cartoons of 
the late Clare Briggs and of H. T. Webster, in 
which the right of a kid to his mongrel pup is 
unquestioned. The right to own a mongrel dog 
and the right to worship God in one’s own way 
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may seem leagues apart, but they depend on 
the same root conception of man as a free be- 
ing and the state as an agent that has no busi 
ness invading the natural rights of the citizen. 

The roar of anger that went up over the 
Mindszenty sentence indicated that one more 
marker had been passed on the road of our edu- 
cation in the ways of Communism. But how 
much does it take to complete an education? 
The main Communist premise, which is to ob- 
literate capitalist democracy and even West- 
ern democratic socialism from the face of the 
earth, is set down in the written works of Marx, 
Lenin and Stalin. Presumably we should have 
known this long ago, but U.S. citizens can no 
more be bothered with reading the tortured di- 
alectics of Stalin than they could be expected to 
wade through the gobbledygook that paraded 
as prose in ‘Hitler's Mein Kampf. If Americans 
won't read the threats of the Marxist prophets, 
however, they ought surely to do some arith- 
metic h the multiplication of events. It 
should have been sufficient warning a year ago 
when Jan Masaryk, the Czechoslovak foreign 
minister, hurtled from a window in Prague. 
The Communist blockade of the Western zones 
of Berlin, the intensification of the cold war, 
the collapse of China, the murder of demo- 
cratic peasant leaders in the Balkans—any one 
of these should have been enough to demon- 
strate Red intentions. Taken all together they 
are as conclusive as Mount Everest. Our hot 
anger at the sentencing of Mindszenty is more 
than justified. But the point is that we should 
have been coldly angry months ago. 

So far as the Communist menace abroad is 
concerned, there is mounting evidence that 
Americans have finally learned their lessons. 
President Truman’s inaugural blast at Com- 
munism was both solid and sophisticated. Paul 
Hoffman’s remark that Stalin makes Hitler 
look like a piker indicated that ECA is presided 
over by a businessman who happens to know 
the nature of Communist politics. Although 
we failed to do anything in China in time, we 
have not been too tardy in facing up to the 
Communist threat in Europe. 


Our Double Standard 


For all our growing wisdom about the nature 
of Communism as it operates abroad, however, 
we still continue to observe a double standard 
when we contemplate its workings on U.S. soil. 
U.S. citizens fume at the inside jobs pulled off 
by Communist infiltration squads in Poland 
and Bulgaria, but these same citizens often in- 
sist on attacking those who are trying to expose 
and prevent similar inside jobs in America. We 
attack the “smear tactics” of congressional in- 
tory committees, but we fail to attack 
—or even to recognize—the smears and char- 
acter assassinations that are practiced every 
day by Communists and fellow travelers. 

What can Americans do to follow a single 
standard in their opposition to Communism? 
First of all, they can make it their business to 
find out how the Communists work through a 
spider-web of “innocent front” organizations. 
Years ago the Communists relied on New York 
novelists, poets and artists to “front”? for them 
on letterhead and list. But the novelists and 
poets got wise to what was going on. Since then 
the Communists haye had to fill out their let- 


terheads with the names of Hollywood charac- 
ters and university professors who teach as- 
tronomy and the social sciences. The nitwit 
who front for Communism on Hollywood sal- 
aries are probably beyond redemption, but 
Americans can still hope to bring some sense 
of reality to Harvard and to M.LT. 


A Decision Needed 


Beyond doing the elemental work of label- 
ing Communist influence for what it is, Amer- 
icans would do well to reach a decision about 
the legality of the Communist party and the 
honor of Communists in government, school, 
press and labor-union jobs. If the 11 Commu- 
nist leaders now on trial in New York for con- 
spiracy to advocate the use of force and vio- 
lence against the U.S. are convicted, isn’t Con- 
gress logically bound to outlaw the party which 
takes orders from these leaders? 

Americans have been against outlawing the 
Communist party for pragmatic reasons: it is 
useful, they have said, to feep Commies in the 
“open.” But in granting legality to what is pre- 
sumably an arm of conspiracy, we make it logi- 
cally difficult to deal with Communist party 
members in state universities and on govern- 
ment payrolls. When President Raymond B. 
Allen of the University of Washington recent- 
ly got rid of three professors, two of whom are 
admitted Communists, “liberals” wailed that 
“academic freedom” was being infringed. Dr. 
Allen’s decision was based on painstaking anal- 
= of the 3,000 pages of testimony produced 

y 60 witnesses, a his argument that party 
Communists must follow the “line” no matter 
what it does to the quality and honesty of their 
teaching can hardly be refuted. But it didn’t 
satisfy Br. Allen’s “liberal” critics to ask just 
why a state university should use the people’s 
taxes to support professors who work for a par- 
ty that is dedicated to the violent overthrow 
of the state. Jf the Communist party were to 
be declared illegal, even the liberal Dr. Allen's 
“liberal” detractors would be compelled to ad- 
mit the logical relevance of his action. 

In any event the fight against Communism 
in the U.S. has just begun. It must be fought 
to the finish here as well as elsewhere, for not 
until Communism is driven back and left to 
disintegrate within some vast Eurasian con- 
centration camp of its own making will Amer- 
icans have peace and freedom to tackle the 
many lesser problems that beset them,

IS THE BOOM ENDED? 


Last week some bits of business news added up to a story that jumped from 
the financial section of the newspapers right up to page one. It posed the big 
question: Is the boom ended? Three Congressional investigating committees 
began to look for an answer, and an hour-long session of President Truman’s 
new Cabinet considered the subject. 

There were some arguments on the affirmative side: 

A textile manufacturer found orders were the “lowest in years.” Cotton cloth 
‘ was selling virtually at old prices. The machine-tool industry was operating at 
JANUARY 1948: $2.83 PER BU. $1.21 PER BU. half capecty. General Flectric reported that demand for sore appliances was 
off 50%, Servel cut refrigerator production 20%. In Stamford the Air Reduc- 
tion Company finished a new $3 million plant, then put it up for sale. Cutbacks 
followed layofis. The New York Central Railroad laid off 8,000 workers. The 


New Haven railroad, trying to trim costs, was studying a plan to retire super- 
visory employes over 60, a plan instituted by New Haven’s board chairman 
who is 82. The Hoover Company (vacuum cleaners) dropped 400 workers. The 
Census Bureau reported 700,000 people lost their jobs in January, more than 
the expected seasonal number. The farmers, sometimes regarded as the profit- 
cers of the postwar boom, were beginning to take a licking as the charts show. 

‘There were arguments on the negative side: 

‘As the charts at right show, department store sales were down, but they had

been down in previous years after the Christmas rush. And Easter was coming 
up. Food prices were down and that had happened be 
was up, but it could be almost entirely seasonal. The steel industry was boom- 
ing along, expanding and hiring instead of cutting back and firing. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce estimated that U.S. personal savings had reached a near- 
record peacetime high of $15.4 billion. ECA appropriations and the military 
budget would certainly give the economy a boost. Housewives, though hope- 
ful, were not inclined to regard prices as very low yet. In Atlanta, for example, 
a basket of groceries that cost $10 in August could now be bought for $9.45— 
not a huge saving. Secretary of Commerce Sawyer said reassuringly, “Certain- 
ly there is no cause for alarm.” 

‘The signs were not easy to read. But there was one that seemed to stand out 
clearly: the U.S. had entered an almost-forgotten era, the era of stiff competi- 
tion for the buyer’s dollar, the era of better quality at lower pri the era of 
the sales “‘come-on” (next page), the era of the salesman. This was bad news 
indeed to those postwar businessmen who were accustomed only to the rarified 
conditions of the boom. Many of them might go to the economic wall in the 
next few months. And many a worker who had known only prosperity was suf- 
fering the painful jolt of being without a job (next page). Whether things were 
really going to be a lot tougher for them, only the next few months could tell,

KEEPING THE CONSUMER BUYING IS KEY TO THE PROBLEM =, 


The job that lies ahead for U.S. business is a chal- 
lenging one. The buying power of those already un- 
employed is reduced almost to zero. No amount of 
salesmanship will sell them. But sales to those who 
can buy must be upped to such an extent that the 
newly unemployed will be called back to their jobs. 

In this nev class of unemployed are Mr. and Mrs. 
Dean Kern of Fort Wayne, Ind. (below and oppo- 
site page). Kern, now 21 years old, found a job as a 
coil winder as soon as he got out of the Army in 1946, 
It paid $45 a week. He quit that one for another as 
machinist in an axle factory at $77 a week. The fu- 
ture looked fine. He and his bride rented a house, 
settled down and had a baby. This was fine for the 
economy too. As the picture below shows, the Kerns 
bought a new stove, a refrigerator, a breakfast set, 


a radio. They also bought a sewing machine ($170), 
a second-hand living-room suite ($25). When the 
baby arrived (doctor and hospital bill: $100) they 
bought a high chair ($12), a playpen ($15) and a crib 
($30). Dean Kern bought a new Nash, even though 
he had to add a $300 bonus to the purchase price of 
$1,875. Mrs. Kern was working then too, earning 
$37 a week at Magnavox. 

Then, last November, he was laid off. He quickly 
found another job, but it paid $35 a week instead 
of $77. And it only lasted a month. Mrs. Kern was 
laid off a month later. Ever since, both of them have 
been looking for work. They have been to the state 
employment office countless times (opposite), only 
to be told that there is “nothing today.”

CHURCHILL 


THEIR FINEST HOUR: PART III 


Would Britain surrender? ... The tragedy of Oran... 
The sticky bomb ... Hitler’s “peace offer”... Arrival 


of the American rifles... Operation Sea Lion 
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FTER the collapse of France 
the question which arose 
in the minds of all our 


friends and foes was, 
“Would Britain surrender too?” So 
far as public statements count in 
the teeth of events I had in the name 
of His Majesty’s Government re- 
peatedly declared our resolve to 
fight on alone. After Dunkirk on 
June 4, 1940 I had used the expres- 
sion “if necessary for years, if neces- 
sary alone.” I could remind the 
House of my remark when I ad- 
dressed it on June 18, the morrow 
of the Bordeaux collapse. 

“The whole fury and might of 
the enemy must very soon be turned 
on us. Hitler knows that he will 
have to break us in this Island or 
lose the war. If we can stand up to 
him, all Europe may be free and the 
life of the world may move forward 
into broad, sunlit uplands. But if 
we fail, then the whole world, including the United States, including 
all that we have known and cared for, will sink into the abyss of a 
new Dark Age, made more sinister, and perhaps more protracted, 
by the lights of perverted science. Let us therefore brace ourselves 
to our duties, and so bear ourselves that, if the British Empire and 
its Commonwealth last for a thousand years, men will still say, ‘This 
was their finest hour’.” 

All these often-quoted words were made good in the hour of vic- 
tory. But now they were only words. The deeds were to come. 

Those of us who were responsible at the summit in London un- 
derstood the physical structure of our Island strength and were sure 
of the spirit of the nation. The confidence with which we faced the im- 
mediate future was not founded, as was commonly supposed abroad,

upon audacious bluff or rhetorical 
appeal, but upon a sober conscious- 
ness and calculation of practical 
facts. When I spoke in the House of 
Commons, I founded myself upon 
realities which I and others had 
carefully studied—some for many 
years. I will presently analyse in de- 
tail the Invasion problem as I and 
my expert advisers saw it in these 
memorable days. But first of all 
there was one step to take. It was 
obvious, and it was dire. 

At all costs, at all risks, in one 
‘way or another, we must make sure 
that the Navy of France did not fall 
into wrong hands, and then perhaps 
bring us and others to ruin. 

The War Cabinet never hesitated. 
This was a hateful decision, the 
most unnatural and painful in 
which I have ever been concerned. 
It recalled the episode of the de- 
struction of the Danish fleet at Co- 
penhagen by Nelson in 1801; but now the French had been only 
yesterday our dear allies, and our sympathy for the misery of France 
was sincere. On the other hand, the life of the State and the salvation 
of our cause were at stake.’ It was Greek tragedy. But no act was ever 
more necessary for the life of Britain and for all that depended upon. 
it. 


'N the early morning of July 3 all the French vessels at Portsmouth 
and Plymouth were taken under British control. The action was 
sudden and necessarily a surprise. The deadly stroke was in the 
Western Mediterranean. Here, at Gibraltar, Vice-Admiral Somer- 
ville with “Force H,” consisting of the battle cruiser Hood, the battle- 
ships Valiant and Resolution, the aircraft-carrier Ark Royal, two

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cruisers and eleven destroyers, received orders sent from the Ad- 
miralty at 2.25 a.m. on July 1: “Be prepared for ‘Catapult’ July 3.” 

Shortly after midnight (1.08 a.m., July 2) Admiral Somerville was 
sent the following carefully conceived text of the communication to 
be made to the French admiral. 

“Tt is impossible for us, your comrades up to now, to allow your 
fine ships to fall into the power of the German or Italian enemy. .. . 
His Majesty’s Government have instructed me to demand that the 
French Fleet now at Mers-el-Kebir and Oran shall act in accord- 
ance with one of the following alternatives: 

“(a) Sail with us and continue to fight for victory against the Ger- 
mans and Italians. 

“(b) Sail with reduced crews under our control to a British port. 
The reduced crews will be repatriated at the earliest moment. 

“(c) Alternatively, if you feel bound to stipulate that your ships 
should not be used against the Germans or Italians unless these 
break the Armistice, then sail them with us with reduced crews to 
some French port in the West Indies... . 

“If you refuse these fair offers, I must, with profound regret, re- 
quire you to sink your ships within six hours. 

“Finally, failing the above, I have the orders of His Majesty’s 
Government to use whatever force may be necessary to prevent your 
ships from falling into German or Italian hands.” 

The Admiral sailed at daylight on the 3rd and was off Oran at 
about 9.30. He sent Captain Holland, a gallant and distinguished of- 
ficer, lately Naval Attaché in Paris, to wait upon the French Admiral 
Gensoul. After being refused an interview Holland sent by messen- 
gers the document already quoted. Admiral Gensoul replied in writ- 
ing that in no case would the French warships be allowed to fall in- 
tact into German and Italian hands, and that force would be met 
with force. 

All day negotiations continued, Captain Holland waiting in his 
destroyer off the boom. 

At 5.54 Admiral Somerville opened fire. The bombardment lasted 
for some ten minutes, and was followed by heavy attacks by our 
naval aircraft, launched from the Ark Royal. The battleship Bretagne 
was blown up. The Dunkerque ran aground. The battleship Provence 
was beached. The Strasbourg escaped, and, though attacked and 
damaged by torpedo aircraft, reached Toulon. 

At Alexandria, after protracted negotiations with Admiral Cun- 
ningham, the French Admiral Godfroy agreed to discharge his 
oil fuel, to remove important parts of his gun-mechanisms, and to 
repatriate some of his crews. At Dakar on July 8 an attack was 
made on the battleship Richelieu by the aircraft-carrier Hermes, and 
most gallantly by a motor boat. The Richelieu was hit by an air tor- 
pedo and seriously damaged. The French aircraft-carrier and two 
light cruisers in the French West Indies were immobilised after 
long-drawn-out discussions under an agreement with the United 
States. 


A unique scene in the House 


N July 4 I reported at length to the House of Commons what 
we had done. I thought it better for the sake of proportion 
toend uponanote which placed this mournful episode in true 

relation with the plight in which we stood. I therefore read to the 
House the admonition which I had, with Cabinet approval, circulated 
through the inner circles of the governing machine the day before. 

“On what may be the eve of an attempted invasion or battle for 
our native land, the Prime Minister desires to impress upon all per- 
sons holding responsible positions in the Government, in the Fight- 
ing Services or in the Civil Departments, their duty to maintain a 
spirit of alert and confident energy. ... The Prime Minister expects 
all His Majesty’s servants in high places to set an example of steadi- 
ness and resolution. They should check and rebuke the expression 
of loose and ill-digested opinions in their circles, or by their subordi- 
nates. They should not hesitate to report, or if necessary remove, any 
persons, officers, or officials who are found to be consciously exer- 
cising a disturbing or depressing influence, and whose talk is calcu- 
lated to spread alarm and despondency. Thus alone will they be 
worthy of the fighting men who, in the air, on the sea, and on land, 
have already met the enemy without any sense of being outmatched 
in martial qualities.”

Henceforth there 
was no more talk about Britain giving in. The only question was, 
would she be invaded and conquered? That was the issue which was 
now to be put to the proof. 


dense and baffling is the veil of the Unknown. Now in the full 

light of the after-time it is easy to see where we were ignorant 
or too much alarmed, where we were careless or clumsy. Twice in 
two months we had been taken completely by surprise. The over- 
running of Norway and the break-through at Sedan, with all that 
followed from these, proved the deadly power of the German ini- 
tiative. What else had they got ready—prepared and organised to the 
Jast inch? Would they suddenly pounce out of the blue with new 
weapons, perfect planning, and overwhelming force upon our al- 
most totally unequipped and disarmed Island at any one of a dozen 
or score of possible landing-places? Or would they go to Ireland? 

“Depend upon it,” said Dr. Johnson, “when a man knows he is 
going to be hanged in a fortnight, it concentrates his mind wonder- 
fully.” I was always sure we should win, but nevertheless I was 
highly geared-up by the situation, and very thankful to be able to 
make my views effective. 

This was a time when all Britain worked and strove to the utmost 
limit and was united as never before. Men and women toiled at the 
lathes and machines in the factories till they fell exhausted on the 
floor and had to be dragged away and ordered home, while their 
places were occupied by newcomers ahead of time. The one desire

of all the males and many women was to have a weapon. The Cabi- 
net and Government were locked together by bonds the memory of 
which is still cherished by all. The sense of fear seemed entirely 
Jacking in the people, and their representatives in Parliament were 
not unworthy of their mood. 

Nothing moves an Englishman so much as the threat of invasion, 
the reality unknown for a thousand years. Vast numbers of people 
were resolved to conquer or die. Mr. Eden’s plan of raising Local 
Defence Volunteers, which he had proposed to the Cabinet on May 
13, met with an immediate response in all parts of the country. 

June 26, 1940 
Prime Minister to Secretary of State for War. 

“TJ don’t think much of the name ‘Local Defence Volunteers’ for 
your very large new force. The word ‘local’ is uninspiring. Mr. Her- 
bert Morrison suggested to me to-day the title ‘Civic Guard,’ but I 
think ‘Home Guard’ would be better. Don’t hesitate to change on 
account of already having made armlets, &c., if it is thought the title 
of Home Guard would be more compulsive.” 

The change was accordingly made, and the mighty organisation, 
which presently approached one and a half million men and gradual- 
ly acquired good weapons, rolled forward. 

In these days my principal fear was of German tanks coming 
ashore. Since my mind was attracted to landing tanks on their coasts, 
I naturally thought they might have the same idea. We had hardly 
any anti-tank guns or ammunition, or even ordinary field artillery. 
This was therefore no time to proceed by ordinary channels in de- 
vising expedients. In order to secure quick action free from depart- 
mental processes upon any bright idea or gadget, I decided to keep 
under my own hand as Minister of Defence the experimental estab- 
lishment formed by Major Jefferis at Whitchurch. Major Jefferis and 
others connected with him were at work upon a bomb which could 
be thrown at a tank, perhaps from a window, and would stick upon 
it. The impact of a very high explosive in actual contact with a steel 
plate is particularly effective. We had the picture in mind that de- 
voted soldiers or civilians would run close up to the tank and even 
thrust the bomb upon it, though its explosion cost them their lives. 
There were undoubtedly many who would have done it. 

June 16, 1940 
Prime Minister to General Ismay. 

“Who is responsible for making the ‘sticky’ bomb? I am told that 
a great sloth is being shown in pressing this forward. Ask General 
Carr to report to-day upon the position, and to let me have on one 
sheet of paper the back history of the subject from the moment when 
the question was first raised. 

“The matter is to be pressed forward from day to day, and I wish 
to receive a report every three days.” 

June 24, 1940 
Prime Minister to General Ismay. 

“T understand that the trials were not entirely successful and the 
bomb failed to stick on tanks which were covered with dust and 
mud. No doubt some more sticky mixture can be devised, and 
Major Jefferis should persevere. 

“Any chortling by officials, who have been slothful in pushing 
this bomb, over the fact that at present it has not succeeded will be 
viewed with great disfavour by me.” 

In the end the “sticky” bomb was accepted as one of our best 
emergency weapons. We never had to use it at home; but in Syria, 
where equally primitive conditions prevailed, it proved its value. 


No “scorched earth” for England 


N June 25 General Ironside, Commander-in-Chief Home 
Forces, exposed his plans to the Chiefs of Staff. There were 
three main elements in this early outline of a great future 
plan: first, an entrenched “crust” on the probable invasion beaches 
of the coast, whose defenders should fight where they stood, sup- 
ported by mobile reserves for immediate counter-attack; secondly, a 
line of anti-tank obstacles, manned by the Home Guard, running 
down the east centre of England and protecting London and the 
great industrial centres from inroads by armoured vehicles; thirdly, 
behind that line, the main reserves for major counter-offensive ac- 
tion. 
Ceaseless additions and refinements to this first plan were effected 
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as the weeks and months passed; but the general conception re- 
mained. Each of our ports on the east and south coasts was a special 
study. Direct frontal attack upon a defended port seemed an unlike~ 
ly contingency, and all were made into strong points equally capable 
of defence from the landward or the seaward side. It astonishes me 
that when this principle was so universally accepted and rigorously 
enforced by all military authorities at home, no similar measures 
were adopted at Singapore. But this is a later story. 

‘Schemes were ready for the immediate demolition of resources 
helpful to the enemy, if captured. Yet despite all these wise and nec- 


lomatic representations through Sweden, the United States and at 
the Vatican. As the German Chargé d’Affaires in Washington had 
attempted some communication with our Ambassador there, I sent 
the following telegram: 

July 20, 1940 


“TI do not know whether Lord Halifax is in town today, but Lord 
Lothian should be told on no account to make any reply to the Ger- 
man Chargé d’ Affaires’ message.” 

In fact, however, the rejection of any idea of a parley had already 
been given by the British Press and by the B.B.C., without any 


essary precautions, in which the 
civilian departments gave un- 
stinted help to the military, there 
was no question of a “scorched 
earth policy”; England was to be 
defended by its people, not de- 
stroyed. 

Deep alarm spread through 
the United States, and indeed 
through all the surviving free 
countries. Americans gravely 
asked themsélves whether it was 
right to cast away any of theirown 
severely-limited resources to in- 
dulgea generous though hopeless 
sentiment. It needed a very sure 
judgment to rise above these co- 
gent, matter-of-fact arguments. 
The gratitude of the British na- 
tion is due to the noble President 
and his great officers and high ad- 
visers for never, even in the ad- 
vent of the Third Term Presi- 
dential Election, losing their con- 
fidence in our fortunes or our 
will. 


MR. CHURCHILL MAKES 
A NOTE FOR THE RECORD 


During World War I Mr. Churchill wrote a paper proposing an 
invasion of German-held islands in the North Sea, He suggested 
that troops be landed in “bullet-proof lighters, . . . In addition... 
tank-landing lighters should be provided... . By means of a draw- 
bridge or shelving bow [the tanks] would land under [their] own 
power...” Mr. Churchill also suggested that a harbor “like an 
atoll” could be man-made with “a number of flat-bottomed barges 
or caissons, made not of steel but of concrete... They . . . could 
be towed across to the site . . . sea-cocks would be opened, and 
they would settle down on the bottom.” 

“The underlying conceptions of this old paper,” Mr. Churchill 
remarks in Their Finest Hour, “found memorable expression in the 
vast fleet of tank-landing craft of 1943 and in the ‘Mulberry’ har- 
bours of 1944... 

“In view of the many accounts . . . of my supposed aversion from 
any kind of large-scale opposed-landing, such as took place in Nor- 
mandy in 1944, it may be convenient if I make it clear that from the 
very beginning I provided a great deal of the impulse and author- 
ity for creating the immense apparatus and armada for the landing 
of armour on beaches, without which it is now universally recog- 
nised that all such major operations would have been impossible.” 


prompting from His Majesty's 
Government, as soon as Hitler’s 
speech was heard over the radio. 
Ciano records that “Late in the 
evening of the 19th, when the first 
cold British reaction to the speech 
arrived, a sense of ill-concealed 
disappointment spread among 
the Germans.” Mussolini, on the 
other hand, “fears that the Eng- 
lish may find in Hitler’s much too 
cunning speech a pretext to begin 
negotiations.” “That,” remarks 
Ciano, “would be sad for Musso- 
lini, because now more than ever 
he wants war.” He need not have 
fretted himself. He was not to be 
denied all the war he wanted. 


URING July American 
weapons in considerable 
quantities were safely 

brought across the Atlantic. 
When the ships from America 
approached our shores with their 
priceless arms, special trains were 


The buoyant and imperturb- 
able temper of Britain, which I 
had the honour to express, may 
well have turned the scale. Here was this people, who in the years be- 
fore the war had gone to the extreme bounds of pacifism and improv- 
idence, who had indulged in :the sport of party politics, and who, 
though so weakly armed, had advanced light-heartedly into the centre 
of European affairs, now confronted with the reckoning alike of their 
virtuous impulses and neglectful arrangements. They were not even 
dismayed. They defied the conquerors of Europe. They seemed will- 
ing to have their Island reduced to a shambles rather than give in. 

Few British and very few foreigners understood the peculiar 
technical advantages of our insular position; nor was it generally 
known how even in the irresolute years before the war the essentials 
of sea and latterly air defence had been maintained. 

There was also another aspect. One of our greatest dangers during 
June lay in having our last reserves drawn away from us into a 
wasting, futile French resistance in France, and the strength of our 
air forces gradually worn down by their flights or transference to the 
Continent. If Hitler had been gifted with supernatural wisdom he 
would have slowed down the attack on the French front, making 
perhaps a pause of three or four weeks after Dunkirk on the line of 
the Seine, and meanwhile developing his preparations to invade 
England. Thus he would have had a deadly option, and could have 
tortured us with the hooks of either deserting France in her agony 
or squandering the last resources for our future existence. 

It was even with an actual sense of relief that some of our high 
commanders addressed themselves to our new and grimly simplified 
problem. As the commissionaire at one of the Service clubs in Lon- 
don said to a rather downcast member: “Anyhow, Sir, we’re in the 
Final, and it’s to be played on the Home Ground.” 


O: July 19 Hitler delivered his triumphant speech in the 
Reichstag, in which, after predicting that I would shortly 
take refuge in Canada, he made what has been called his 
Peace Offer. 

This gesture was accompanied during the following days by dip- 
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waiting in all the ports to receive 
their cargoes. The Home Guard 
in every county, in every town, in 
every village, sat up all through the nights to receive them. Men and 
women worked night and day making them fit for use. By the end of 
July we were an armed nation, so far as parachute or air-borne land- 
ings were concerned, We had become a “hornets’ nest.” 

As the months of July and August passed without any disaster, we 
settled ourselves down with increasing assurance that we could make 
a long and hard fight. Our gains of strength were borne in upon us 
from day to day. 

Sea power, when properly understood, is a wonderful thing. 
The passage of an army across salt water in the face of superior fleets 
and flotillas is an almost impossible feat. Steam had added enor- 
mously to the power of the Navy to defend Great Britain, In Napo- 
Jeon’s day the same wind which would carry his flat-bottomed boats 
across the Channel from Boulogne would drive away our blockad- 
ing squadrons. But everything that had happened since then had 
magnified the power of the superior navy to destroy the invaders 
in transit. Every complication which modern apparatus had added 
to armies made their voyage more cumbrous and perilous, and 
the difficulties of their maintenance when landed probably insuper- 
able. 

But now there was the air. What effect had this sovereign devel- 
opment produced upon the invasion problem? Evidently if the en- 
emy could dominate the narrow seas, on both sides of the Straits of 
Dover, by superior air power, the losses of our flotillas would be 
very heavy and might eventually be fatal. 

But who had the power in the air? In the Battle of France we had 
fought the Germans at two and three to one and inflicted losses 
in similar proportion. Over Dunkirk, where we had to maintain

LAND OF 
INVASIONS 


Despite the protective Channel, the English people have always 
had to reckon with the danger of invasion. When they walk along 
their seacoast they see relics of old defenses, from ditches dug by the 
Romans to the Martian structures of World War II. A defensive as- 
sociation that dates back to William the Conqueror, the last man to 
take England by force of arms in nearly 900 years, is the Cinque 
Ports, a league of five Channel towns which combined to furnish 
ships and men against a threat from the sea. The Lord Warden of 
the Cinque Ports is entitled to live at Walmer Castle, receive a salute 
of 19 guns when at sea and fly the lord warden’s banner. His is today 
a purely honorary post, but when Mr. Churchill was appointed to it 
in 1941 he felt not only an honorable but also a personal significance 
in it: the Kentish district, the closest point for invasion from Europe, 
is his favorite, and he himself had just led his country in prepara- 
tions to repel the most urgent threat of attack since Napoleon’s day.

were true our naval power would continue to rule the seas and 
oceans, and would destroy all enemies who set their course towards 
us. 

‘We now entered upon a period of extreme tension and vigi 
lance. A very careful study was made of the moon and the tides. 
We thought that the enemy would like to cross by night and land 


at dawn; and we now know the German Army Command felt like . 


this too. They would also be glad of a half-moonlight on the way 
over, so as to keep their order and make their true landfall. Meas- 
uring it all with precision, the Admiralty thought the most favour- 
able conditions for the enemy would arise between the fifteenth 
and thirtieth of September. Here also we now find that we were in 
agreement with our foes. We had little doubt of our ability to 
destroy anything that got ashore on the Dover promontory or on 
the sector of coast from Dover to Portsmouth, or even Portland. 
As all our thoughts at the summit moved together in harmonious 
and detailed agreement, one could not help liking the picture 
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which presented itself with growing definition. Here perhaps was 
the chance of striking a blow at the mighty enemy which would 
resound throughout the world. One could not help being inwardly 
excited alike by the atmosphere and the evidence of Hitler’s inten- 
tions which streamed in upon us. There were indeed some who on 
purely technical grounds, and for the sake of the effect the total 
defeat and destruction of his expedition would have on the gen- 
eral war, were quite content to see him try. 

I have often wondered however what would have happened 
if two hundred thousand German storm troops had actually estab- 
lished themselves ashore. The massacre would have been on both 
sides grim and great, There would have been neither mercy nor 
quarter. They would have used Terror, and we were prepared to 
go all lengths. I intended to use the slogan “You can always take 
one with you.” I even calculated that the horrors of such a scene

would in the last resort turn the scale in the United States. But 
none of these emotions was put to the proo’ Far out on the grey 
waters of the North Sea and the Channel coursed and patrolled 
the faithful, eager flotillas peering through the night. High in the 
air soared the fighter pilots, or waited serene at a moment’s notice 
around their excellent machines. This was a time when it was 
equally good to live or die. 

It is time to go over to the other camp and set forth the enemy’s 
preparations and plans as we now know them. 


Admiralty, as we have learnt from their captured archives, 

began their staff study of the invasion of Britain. Unlike us, 
they had no doubt that the only way was across the narrow waters 
of the English Channel. They never considered any other alter- 
native. If we had known this it would have been an important re- 
lief. An invasion across the Channel came upon our best-defended 
coast, the old sea front against France, where all the ports were 
fortified and our main flotilla bases and in later times most of our 
airfields and air-control stations for the defence of London were 
established. There was no part of the Island where we could come 
into action quicker or in such great strength with all three Serv- 
ices. 

Admiral Raeder was anxious not to be found wanting should 
the demand to invade Britain be made upon the German Navy. 
At the same time he asked for a lot of conditions. The first of these 
was the entire control of the French, Belgian and Dutch coasts, 
harbours and river-mouths. Therefore the project slumbered dur- 
ing the Twilight War. 

Suddenly all these conditions were surprisingly fulfilled, and 
it must have been with some misgivings but also satisfaction that 


Gis after war broke out on September 3, 1939, the German 


on the morrow of Dunkirk and the French surrender he could 
present himself to the Fuehrer with a plan. 

The German Navy plan, of which it is clear I had received an 
inkling in June, was essentially mechanical. Under the cover of 
heavy-gun batteries firing from Gris Nez towards Dover, and a 
very strong artillery protection along the French coast in the 
Straits, they proposed to make a narrow corridor across the Chan- 
nel on the shortest convenient line and to wall this in by mine- 
fields on either side, with outlying U-boat protection. Through 
this the Army was to be ferried over and supplied in a large num- 
ber of successive waves. There the Navy stopped, and on this the 
German Army chiefs were left to address themselves to the prob- 
lem. 

On July 21 the heads of the three Services met the Fuehrer. 
‘The execution of Operation “Sea Lion,” he said, must be regard-

ed as the most effective means of bringing about a rapid conclu- 
sion of the war. 

A vehemem controversy, conducted with no little asperity, 
arose in the German Staffs about the width of the front and the 
number of points to be attacked. The Army demanded a series 
of iandings along the whole English southern coast from Dover 
to Lyme Regis (map, p. 60). They also desired an ancillary land- 
ing north of Dover at Ramsgate. The German Naval Staff now 
stated that the most suitable area for the safe crossing of the En- 
glish Channel was between the North Foreland and the western 
end of the Isle of Wight. On this the Army Staff developed a plan 
for a landing of 100,000 men, followed almost immediately by 
160,000 more at various points from Dover westward to Lyme 
Bay. Colonel-General Halder, Chief of the Army Staff, declared 
that it was necessary to land at least four divisions in the Brighton 
area. He also required landings in the area Deal-Ramsgate; at 
least thirteen divisions must be deployed, as far as possible simul- 
taneously, at points along the whole front. In addition, the Luft- 
waffe demanded shipping to transport fifty-two A.A. batteries 
with the first wave. 

The Chief of the Naval Staff however made it clear that nothing 
like so large or rapid a movement was possible. He could not 
physically undertake to escort a landing-fleet across the whole 
width of the area mentioned. All he had meant was that within 
these limits the Army should pick the best place. 

Much valuable time had been consumed in these exchanges of 
memoranda. It was not until August 7 that the first verbal di: 
cussion took place between General Halder and the Chief of the 
Naval Staff. At this meeting Halder said, “I utterly reject the

landed straight through the sausage-machine.” The Naval Chief 
of Staff rejoined that he must equally reject the landing on a broad 
front, as that would lead only to a sacrifice of the troops on the 
passage over. In the end a compromise decision was given by 
Hitler which satisfied neither the Army nor the Navy. A Supreme 
Command Directive, issued on August 27, decided that “the 
Army operations must allow for the facts regarding available ship- 
ping space and security of the crossing and disembarkation.” All 
landings in the Deal-Ramsgate area were abandoned, but the 
front was extended from Folkestone to Bognor. Thus it was nearly 
the end of August before even this measure of agreement was 
reached; and of course everything was subject to victory being 
gained in the air battle, which had now been raging for six weeks, 

On the basis of the frontage at last fixed the final plan was 
made. The military command was entrusted to Rundstedt, but 
shortage of shipping reduced his force to 13 divisions with 12 in 
reserve. 

Meanwhile since early July we had made a succession of attacks 
on the shipping in Wilhelmshaven, Kiel, Cuxhaven, Bremen, and 
Emden; and raids were made on small craft and barges in French 
ports and Belgian canals. When on September 1 the great south- 
ward flow of invasion shipping began, it was watched, reported 
and violently assailed by the Royal Air Force along the whole front 
from Antwerp to Havre. 

Both Navy and Army now cast their burden on the German Air 
Force. Goering was by no means unwilling to accept this respon- 
sibility, because he believed that the German Air Force, with its 
large numerical superiority, would, after some weeks of hard 
fighting, beat down the British air defence, destroy their airfields 
in Kent and Sussex, and establish a complete domination of the 
Channel. But apart from this he felt assured that the bombing of 
England, and particularly of London, would reduce the decadent 
peace-loving British to a condition in which they would sue for 
peace, more especially if the threat of invasion grew steadily upon 
their horizon. 

As the days passed doubts and delays appeared and multiplied. 
Hitler’s order of July 16 had laid down that all preparations were 
to be completed by the middle of August. All three services saw 
that this was impossible. And at the end of July Hitler accepted 
September 15 as the earliest D-day, reserving his decision for ac- 
tion until the results of the projected intensified air battle could be 
known.

At their request D-day was post- 
poned to September 21, with a proviso of ten days’ previous 
warning. This meant that the preliminary order had to be issued 
on September 11. On September ro the Naval Staff again report- 
ed their various difficulties from the weather, which is always tire- 
some, and from British counter-bombing. On the 11th therefore 
Hitler postponed the preliminary order by three days, thus set- 
ting back the earliest D-day to the 24th; on the r4th he further 
put it off. 

During August the corpses of about forty German soldiers 
were washed up at scattered points along the coast between the 
Isle of Wight and Cornwall. The Germans had been practising

embarkations in the barges along the French coast. Some of these 
barges put out to sea in order to escape British bombing and were 
sunk, either by bombing or bad weather. This was the source of a 
widespread rumour that the Germans had attempted an invasion 
and had suffered very heavy losses either by drowning or by being 
burnt in patches of sea covered with flaming oil. We took no steps 
to contradict such tales, which spread freely through the occupied 
countries in a wildly exaggerated form, and gave much encourage- 
ment to the oppressed populations. In Brussels, for instance, a 
shop exhibited men’s bathing-suits marked “For Channel swim- 
ming.” 

On September 7 the information before us showed that the 
westerly and southerly movement of barges and small ships to 
ports between Ostend and Havre was in progress, and as these 
assembly harbours were under heavy British air attack, it was not 
likely the ships would be brought to them until shortly before the 
actual attempt. The striking strength of the German Air Force 
between Amsterdam and Brest had been increased by the transfer 
of 160 bomber aircraft from Norway; and short-range dive- 
bomber units were observed on the forward airfields in the Pas de 
Calais area. Four Germans captured a few days earlier after land- 
ing from a rowing-boat on the south-east coast had confessed to 
being spies, and said that they were to be ready at any time during 
the next fortnight to report the movement of British reserve for- 
mations. Moon and tide conditions between the 8th and roth of 
September were favourable for invasion on the south-east coast. 
On this the Chiefs of Staff concluded that the possibility of in- 
vasion had become imminent and that the defence forces should 
stand by at immediate notice.

Kingdom. On this, in some parts of the country, the Home Guard 
commanders, acting on their own initiative, called out the Home 
Guard by ringing the church bells. This led to rumours of en- 
emy parachutist landings, and also that German E-boats were 
approaching the coast. Neither I nor the Chiefs of Staff were 
aware that the decisive code-word “Cromwell” had been used, 
and the next morning instructions were given to devise interme- 
diate stages by which vigilance could be increased on future occa- 
sions without declaring an invasion imminent. Even on receipt of 
the code-word “Cromwell” the Home Guard were not to be 
called out except for special tasks; and also church bells were to be 
tung only by order of a Home Guard who had himself seen as 
many as twenty-five parachutists landing, and not because other 
bells had been heard or for any other reason. As may be imagined, 
this incident caused a great deal of talk and stir, but no mention of 
it was made in the newspapers or Parliament. It served as a useful 
tonic and rehearsal for all concerned. 


T is apparent from the records that the German High Com- 
mand were very far from being a co-ordinated team working 
together with a common purpose and with a proper under- 

standing of each other’s capabilities and limitations. It is impos- 
sible to resist the conclusion that the German Army was reluctant 
to place itself in the hands of its sister service in a major opera- 
tion. When questioned after the war about these plans, General 
Jodl impatiently remarked, “Our arrangements were much the 
same as those of Julius Caesar.” Here speaks the authentic Ger- 
man soldier in relation to the sea affair, having little conception of 
the problems involved in landing and deploying large military 
forces on a defended coast exposed to all the hazards of the sea. 

In Britain, whatever our shortcomings, we understood the sea 

affair very thoroughly. We have seen how our many anxieties and 
self-questionings led to a steady increase in the confidence with 
which from the beginning we had viewed the invasion project. 
On the other hand, the more the German High Command and 
the Fuehrer looked at the venture the less they liked it. We could 
not of course know each other’s moods and valuations; but with 
every week from the middle of July to the middle of September 
the unknown identity of views upon the problem between the 
German and British Admiralties, between the German Supreme 
Command and the British Chiefs of Staff, and also between the 
Fuehrer and the author of this book, became more definitely pro- 
nounced. If we could have agreed equally well about other mat- 
ters, there need have been no war. It was of course common 
ground between us that all depended upon the battle in the air. 
The question was how this would end between the combatants; 
and in addition the Germans wondered whether the British peo- 
ple would stand up to the air bombardment, the effect of which in 
these days was greatly exaggerated, or whether they would crum- 
ple and force His Majesty’s Government to capitulate. About this 
Reichsmarschall Goering had high hopes, and we had no fears.

With her 17th birthday only a few days 
away (Feb, 27) she has blossomed forth as a violet-eyed beauty with 
magnificent deep coloring, a sharp, delicate face framed in heavy dark 
hair, thick honest brows and curly double eyelashes which are incred- 
ibly real. She has a willowy grownup figure (also quite real) and, when 
acting, a low and vibrant voice edged with 
tears. Her employers, quickly appreciative, 
have cast her in four films in a year, officially 
dubbed her a star and given her a salary of 
$1,000 a week. Right now Elizabeth is in Eng- 
land, starringas the wife of Robert Taylor (no 
relation) in M-G-M’s chilling Conspirator. 
Itis difficult to know where Elizabeth gets 
her sultry screen personality because off 
stage she is remarkable for her amiability 
and ingenuousness. She isa bland, not partic- 
ularly knowledgeable girl who talks in a high 
shallow voice, has a tendency to squeal when 
pleased and thinks any number of things are 
“just wonderful.” These include snow for 
Christmas, ice-cream sundaes, Mervyn Le- 
Roy (who directed her in Little Women last 
summer), chipmunks, fast cars, the ocean 
and her fiancé, Army’s ex-football ace Glenn 
Davis.

clarity, boldness and timing. No matter what she says, she must 
brood about her parts and feel them emotionally.

SHOOTIN’ RESUMES 
IN THE ART WORLD 


The U.S. art world is full of temperamental people 
who have been wrangling for years over whether mod- 
ern American paintings like those at left are works of 
art or unintelligible nonsense, Some find them fasci- 
nating experiments in design and in portraying man’s 
subconscious life. To others these “modern” experi- 
ments are not modern at all, but are imitations of con- 
temporary European schools. By their imitativene: 
they have diverted modern art into a silly and se- 
ive fadism. The lid blew off the wranglings last 
year when Boston’s Institute of Modern Art decided 
it could stomach the word “modern” no longer. It 
changed its name to the Institute of Contemporary 
Art and uncorked a bristling manifesto telling why: 


“Modern” art failed to speak clearly . . . there 
emerged a general cult of bewilderment. 
Once the gap between artist and public was 
widened sufficiently, it became un attractive 
playground for double-talk, opportunism and 
chicanery at the public expense. 


Though many artists and connoisseurs deplored 
the Institute’s strong language, they agreed with the 
thought behind it, Critic Emily Genauer hailed the 
stand as the first victory in the fight against irrespon- 
sibility in art, Francis Taylor, director of New York’s 
Metropolitan Museum, solemnly likened the modern 
artist to “a flat-chested pelican, strutting upon the 
intellectual wastelands.” “Moderns” were outraged 
by the turn of events, “Kiss-mummy pictures are no 
longer acceptable,” cried Paul Burlinwhopainted Fall- 
en Angel (top left). George L. K. Morris, who did the 
horned abstraction (lower left), polished off the crit- 
ics as writers of unsubstantiated “'tip-sheets’ for the 
nally New York's Museum of Modern Art, 
of modernism and proud owner of the Dwarf 
(left, center), flung out a countermanifesto of its own:

Neither the Boston Institute, however, nor anyone 
else wanted anything like a totalitarian state. It was 
proposing, in fact, that artists break away from the 
totalitarian formulas of diehard abstractionists and 
assert themselves as individuals, So it assembled an 
exhibition to show the main trends in U.S. art of this 
century which they believe are chiefly rooted in na- 
tive traditions that are romantic or realistic. Begin- 
ning on the opposite page, Lire reproduces highlights 
of the Institute’s exhibit which, now on view in Bos- 
ton, may be the storm center of more battles to come.

The Boston Institute chose the engag- 
ing painting at left because it makes a 
unique contribution to the American ro- 
mantic tradition, A mixture of cool Ori- 
ental mood and delicate French design, 
it transforms a farmer's sooty chunk 
stove into a poetical object.

1913 ARMORY SHOW 
STARTED ART BATTLE 


‘The war over modernism in the U.S. began exactly 36 years ago this 
month at the most remarkable exhibit ever seen in America. In a New 
York City armory, shunted around by hordes of ushers, Americans took 
their first big look at modern art fresh from abroad. The Armory Show 
was organized by a group of young artists who, angered by the dictator- 
ship of the conservative academy of the time, brought in the works of 
European moderns to relieve what Walt Kuhn, a leading spirit of the 
event, called “the stifling and smug condition of local art affairs.” 

The show was a veritable blockbuster. Shocked, stunned and de- 
lighted, some 250,000 people, including Enrico Caruso and Theodore 
Roosevelt, poured into the armory in one month. Wrote Kuhn (who 
did the painting at left): “Everybody came—students, teachers, brain 
specialists . .. even a blind man was discovered. . . .” Elderly acad- 
emicians, parading through the hall in top hats, snorted “Unadulter- 
ated cheek!” “Anarchy!” “An explosion in a shingle factory,” wrote a 
reporter about the nude above. But for champions of Brancusi, Matisse 
and Picasso, the whole show was the finest explosion on record. Now 36 
years later, their followers are in the saddle, and the explosions go on.

Even the newer Wash 
ington journalists, accustomed to judging everything 
in New Deal terms, are conceding that whether by ac- 
cident or design it is better than any of Mr. Roosevelt's. 


< Secretary of State 


DEAN G. ACHESON 


Untried in his job and inscrutable by nature, Acheson is the great white 
hope of the Truman Cabinet. From where he sits in the spacious, modern of- 
fice of the State Department’s new building, Acheson can help control the 
course of world history: the shape of the next century may depend on how 
well he can rally and support the non-Communist world (and incidentally 
‘on how well he can build his own badly run-down department into a com- 
petent diplomatic machine). In many ways Acheson, at 55, looks like the 
right man for the job. His background—Groton, Yale, Harvard—is excel- 
lent; his ability asa lawyer, the profession he chose as a young man, is un- 
questioned. He has a diplomat’s manners; he can be suave, charming, wit- 
ty, logical or tough, as the occasion demands. (In fact he looks equally at 
home at a state dinner or when he is spending his leisure time helping with 
the planting on his 120-acre Maryland farm.) At one time, while he was 
Assistant Secretary of State around the end of the war, he was a leading ex- 
ponent of the then-popular Washington delusion that the Russians could 
be turned into good fellows over a cocktail. He was not the first of the dip- 
lomatic pro-Russians to see the light nor was he the last, and he has since 
become one of the most eloquent spokesmen for the firm stand against So- 
viet aggression. Pravda has hated him to death since about the end of 1946. 
This conversion process may mean that Acheson has nothing more than 
the routine diplomat's ability to ride the tide and express himself well while 
he is about it. Or it may mean, as all of Washington is hoping at the mo- 
ment, that he has that rare and genius-struck ability to admit mistakes, 
grow by experience and face up firmly to new obligations as they arise. 


Secretary of the Treasury 


JOHN W. s 


John Snyder, shown here beneath one of his favorite portraits (Alexan- 
der Hamilton), was always a plugger. During Arkansas high-school days 
he dreamed of being a great debater, and whenever he had time he hung 
around the law offices of the late, sharp-tongued Senator Thaddeus Cara- 
way. In the World War I Army long, hard study of military history helped 
him rise to artillery captain. Afterward he became assistant cashier of the 
little bank in Forrest City, Ark. and started plodding his way upward. His 
progress was steady but unspectacular. Then he went to Washington and 
—with the help of his old Army friend Harry Truman, whom he had first 
met at an army base in France—wound up in the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. in 1946 Truman picked him to be his Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. In this job Snyder, 53, is still a plugger. He often works 1] hours a day 
six days a week and then returns to his office on Sunday. He makes friends 
slowly and looks unhappy most of the time; even at parties, when he starts 
warming up on a few bourbons, he gives the impression of a small-town 
boy who would love to make friends but has no idea how. In Washington, 
which expects brilliance and “front,” Snyder therefore has the reputation 
of being the greatest Secretary of the Treasury since the last one—Henry 
Morgenthau, who was far from the best. This may be true—it is hard to tell 
how much talent lies beneath his cautious exterior—but it may also be a 
slander. Snyder has always been a steadying hand on the Fair Deal wheel. 
most administration men have been fighting inflation, he has been 
getting in a cautious word about the danger of depression.

JAMES FORRESTAL 


Jim Forrestal, 57, is the ablest member of the 
Truman Cabinet—and also its biggest whip- 
ping boy. Son of an Irish immigrant father, he 
worked his way through Princeton, ran out of 
money just before he would have been graduat- 
ed. Then he got into Wall Street and climbed 
right to the top; by the time he was 45 he was 

president of the big investment banking firm of 
Dillon, Read & Co, He was called to Washing- 
ton by Franklin Roosevelt in 1940, became Un- 
der Secretary of the Navy and later Secretary, 
made a brilliant record in the difficult produc- 
tion planning that raised U.S. military strength 
from nearzero to thegreatestin the world. When 
it came time to set up the new Department of 
Defense in 1947, he was the unanimous choice 
for Secretary of everybody who had helped to 
draw up the blueprint. Besides being a top ex- 
ecutive, Forrestal is a scholar of world affairs 
and a pessimistic optimist who views the prob- 
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lems with a healthy blend of hopefulness and 
cold realism. It was Forrestal, even more than 
George Marshall, who helped put through the 
fateful decision, taken as a calculated risk, that 
Russia’s expansion in Europe would have to be 
stopped at the point it reached about a year ago. 
But Forrestal is a unique and vulnerable figure 
in the pect Washington maelstrom. To left 
wingers all Street background makes him 
a “glutton of privilege.” Many Washingtoni- 
ans hate him because he has never concealed his 
own distaste for the mushier-headed brands of 
utopia and because he never bought any Rus. 

ian wooden nickels even when that sport was 
at its most popular. Against this form of attack 
Forrestal has had trouble fighting back success- 
fully—a lone wolf who came up the hard way, he 
is temperamentally unable to h yntempt 
for personal publicity, bores, ax grinders and 
the niceties of the Washington cocktail party. 


Postmaster 


JESSE M. 


The rarest thing in the Cabinet, until Harry 
Truman changed matters, was a career man who 
made good. Thus Donaldson, 63, who started 
out as a letter carrier in Shelbyville, Ill. in 1908 
and {finally made the top spot in 1947, is one of the 
best-liked and most admired men in all Wash- 
ington. Donaldson, shown here beneath his of- 
fice gallery of past Postmasters General, still re- 
gards himself as aletter carrier. (On Sundays he 
and his wife take a typical busman’s holiday by 
tramping several miles over Washington side- 

valks.) He gets along with his underlings, from 
top assistant to merest substitute clerk, better 
than any Cabinet member in memory. He also 
probably knows the details of his job more thor- 
oughly than any Cabinet man on record. Thus 
he represents one of Harry Truman's finest ap- 
pointments—partly because he serves as an in- 
spiration to the Civil Service corps which makes 
up much of Washington’s population and part-

He also played to the hilt the failure of the 80th Congress to provide ade- 
quate crop-storage facilities. He himself made 80 pro-Truman speeches in 
13 states and his wife hit five other states; if any one family deserves credit 
for swinging the farm vote to the Democrats it is the battling Brannans, 
and Harry Truman knows it. Brannan stands high at the White House and 
has been the victor in several interdepartment fights; he also hasbeen given 
the job of lobbying the anti-inflation program through Congress. He is 
45, a Mormon, lives simply with his wife (they have no children) in a one- 
bedroom apartment. He never owned a cutaway or striped trousers until he 
learned Cabinet members would have to wear them for the inauguration.

CHARLES SAWYER 


Sawyer, after 10 months in the Cabinet, is generally believed to be the 
man most likely to leave soonest. A conser! lawyer and businessman 
with an allergy to high taxes and grave doubts about much of the European 
Recovery Plan, he is sadly out of place in the Fair Deal—and the Fair Deal- 
ers are out to get him as soon as they can find him up a dark alley. This is 
perfectly all right with Sawyer, who took the job during the low ebb of the 
Administration mostly as a favor to his old friend Harry Truman. Person- 
ally he would rather be back in Ohio—where he owns two radio stations, a 
newspaper and a piece of the Cincinnati Reds, an amusement park and a 
new sports arena.

Tobin, like Brannan, is an accident—but nobody yet knows whether 
for good or for bad. He became Labor St ummer when 1) he 
was involved in a hard battle for the Democratic nomination for governor 
in Massach , and 2) President Truman needed a loyal Democrat, 
palatable to the unions, to head a Labor Department stripped of prac 
cally all authority and prestige by the 80th Congress. The appointment 
prevented a Democratic cat fight in Massachusetts and gave the President 
a man, handsomest of all in the Cabinet, who at least looked just right. 
Like Forrestal, Tobin was born of immigrant Irish stock. From the age of 
9 he helped support his family as a newsboy. He worked his way through 
two years of high school, got a job with New England Telephone, joined 
the union and rapidly became traffic-division superintendent. Then he be- 
gan parlaying his looks, his handsome family and his speechmaking into a 
political career. Eventually he knocked off old Jim Curley, became mayor 
of Boston for seven years and governor of Massachusetts for two. He had 
both loyal friends and severe critics—he was clean-cut and well-meaning, 
but on the other hand he was accused of showing up at the Statehouse at 
noon and almost invariably being late for appointments. Thus many Bos- 
tonians blink a little when they see his name in the headlines from Wash- 
ington. As Secretary, Tobin at 47 has earned Harry Truman’s gratitude 
for hard work in the campaign (150 speeches), but his ability to run an ex- 
panded Labor Department still seems open to question. When he went to 
Capitol Hill in behalf of the Administration substitute for Taft-Hartley, 
observers agreed that he scored no hits and no runs his first time at bat.
